Death ef Robert J. Waiker. 

Dispatches frem Washington bring us 
Intelligence that the Hon. Rebers J. 
Walker, one of the mest distinguished of 
American statesmen, died in that city yes 
terday morning, at the age of sixty-cight 
years. Sed as is this news it was not al- 
together unexpected, for the medium by 
which the word of his death was trans 
mitied to the country was the same which 
a iow days ago advised it of his serious 
ilimess. This eminent orator and jurist 
was born in Northumberland, Penn. in 
1201, and, after graduating at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania in 1819, 
commenced the practice of law 
im Pittsburg in 1821. He first became 
prominent in that State by putting the 
name of Gen. Jackson in nomination for 
the Presidency before it had been suggested 
in any other quarter. In 1826 be removed 
to Natchez, Miss., where he soon acquired 
an extensive and lucrative practice. In 
1885 he defeated the Hon. George Poin- 
dexter as a candidate for the United States 
Senate, and had scarcely taken his seat in 
that body when, on s question connected 
with the public lands, he came in col- 
lision with Mr. Clay, making a spirited 
reply to that statesman, by which 
he acquired great popularity § in 
the Western States. He was consulted 
by President Jackson in relation to the 
prospective acquisition of Texas and Cali- 
fernia. A secret agent was dispatched to 
the former country to ascertain its re 
sources and the temper of its inhabitants, 
and the great party movement was inaug- 
urated which resulted m the acquisitien of 
those territories. Mr. Walker supported 
the leading measures of President Van Ba- 


ot the Government from the banks. When 
Mr. Tyler became President, Mr. 
Welker, it was ascertained, exerted 
great influence over the administra 
tion, apd it was through his counsel 


/ mainly that the former was induced to 


veto the bank bill that had been framed 
under the supervision of Mr. Clay. It was 
under the same influence that President 
Tyler adopted those unexpected and vigor- 
ous steps, near the close of bis sdministra- 
tion, which resulted in the incorporation of 


Texas into the American Union. He had 
been the personal and political friend of 
Mr. Van Buren; but when that statesman, 


supersede him, and his movement in the 
Baltimore Convention secured the 
nomination of James EK. Polk. 
A letter of Mr. Walkers on the 
Texas question hed great influence 
in determining the result of the election; 
and when Mr. Polk came into office (1845), 
he received the appointment of Secretary 
ot the Treasury. His celebrated report in 
favor of free trade was reprinted by order 
of the British House of Commons. Dur- 
ing the war with Mexico, he urged the 
most vigorous measures, and demonstrated 
the ability of the Government, under s 
proper administration of the finances, to 
support its credit without the agency or 
intervention of bamks. At the close of 
Mr. Polk’s term of office, Mr. Walker re 
sumed the practice of law chiefly 
in the Supreme Court of the United 
States: During the sdministration of 
President Buebanan he was appointed 
Governor of Kamsas at a period of great 
difficulty, but resigned in consequence of 
disagreement with the President, and for 
a time took no prominent part in public 
affairs. Im April, 1861, he made an ad- 
dress at a masse meeting in Union Square, 
New York, strongly sustaining the Gov- 
ersment in the civil war then commenc- 
ing. During the war he wrote several 
letters om financial subjects which attract 
ed universal attenhon. Of late years Mr. 
Walker resided at Washington, and was 
engaged in the practice of the law before 
the higher cours. Mr. Walker was 
always an indefatigable werker. He 
wes untiring. Like most men, he had his 
faults, but no client or cause ever had rea- 
son to complain of inattention on his part 
to duty, for om whatever side his sympa- 
thies were once enlisted he devoted all the 
energies of an enthusiastic, generous and 
noble heart.

Great Silver Mine. 

The greatest co-operative enterprise yet 
projected in this country is the Sutro tun- 
nel. More than $600,000,000 of silver is 
suppesed to be hidden in a most unluckily 
constructed mountain in Nevada, the 
precious veins rupning through the center 
of the mass rather than along the con- 
venient slopes. Already the mines have 
been sunk to such a depth that they cannot 
be pumped out er ventilated except at too 
great cost. Mining mgenuity preposed a 
tunnel imto the mountain, cutting the veins, 
draining the mines, and layimg open the 
whole deposit. Comgreas was asked for a 
loan te aid in the work but refused, and 
Mr. Sutre was in a measure forced imto the 
co-operative scheme, which is already 
advanced to some extent. Three thousand 
laboring men are asked te pay in an aver- 
age of ten dellars each a month, te be 
applied to the censtruction of the tunnel 
and secured by ownership im the mines. 
The money, of ceurse, comes back to the 
miners in the shape ef wages, with the 
prospect of a rich interest when the silver 
ceposite are reached. The plan seems to 
bave strock the fancy of the Nevada 
miners, aad many are responding to the call 
at 83 cents a day and becomung prospective 
owners of what is believed to be the 
greatest mlver mine on the continent. A 
gold minc similarly situated would receive 
no attentien.
